'On  this  fyr;STION,  WHETHER  IT 
BE  adva»tageous  eor  France 
TO  take  possession  of  LOUISI- 
ANA ? 

“ Presplied  to  the  French  Government 
hy  Mr.  Livingston^  the  American 
Minister  at  Paris." 

Tills  queftion  prel'fnts  itfelf  in  two 
points  ot‘  view  Firft,  in  the  relation 
of  commerce  and  manufactures  : Se- 
condly, in  thofe  of  the  polltive  or  the 
relative  force  of  France.  • 

Colonies  do  pot  excite  intereft  for  their 
own  fake,  but  only  as  refpefts  the  influ- 
ence they 'may  have  on  a nation  ; and  as 
one  man  alone  is  more  ufeful  by  remain- 
ing at  home,  tKan  two  by  removing  at 
a diftance,  a wife  nation  does  not  feek  to 
colonize,  until  Ihe  has  a fuperabundance 
of  population,  which  Ihe  cannot  ufcful- 
!y  employ  in  any  other  way. 

Though  versi^  coufiderable,  the  pop- 
lilatiofi  of  France  Is  very  far  from  having 
^ b reached  the  term  which  renders  colonies 
^jiecelTary  : Fler  foil,  climate,  and  local 
{ituation  give  her,  as  a commercial,  and 
efpecially  as  a manufaftciring  nation, 
great  advantrges  over  all  the  nations  of 
iiurope.  The  Ipirit  of  invention,  the 
talle  and  indiiftry  of  its  inhabitants,  place 
her  in  the  fiift  rank.  But  thofe  ad- 
vantages are  wonderfully  abridged  by 
the  want  of  capitals  fufHcient  to  make 
tife  of  them.  A rival  nation,  greatly 
inferior  in  every  one  of  thefe  particulars, 
has,  by  the  elfe£f  alone  of  an  immenfe 
capital  obtained  the  fuperiority',  not  on- 
ly in  commerce,  but  alfo  in  manufac 
tures  : aud  thefe  advantages,  by  increaf 
ing  the  national  fbrtune,  furnilh  it  with 
the  means  of  maintairting  that 
fuperiority. 

Capitals  ihcreafe  the  number  of  manu- 
faftures,by  the  introdudlion  of  machines, 
by  the  regular  payment  of  workmen,  by 
the  reduftion  of  the  intereft  of  money, 
and  efpecially  by  the  polTelfton  of  new 
markets.  None  but  rich  individuals  can 
undertake  thofe  flow  and  expeiifive  fpec 
r iifations,  which  often  give  the  fuperior- 
ity to  a manufafture.  A poor  merchant 
cannot  undertake  long  voyages,  returns 
from  which  are  flow  ; they  are  referved 
for  the  wealthy,  who  can  give  credits 
long  enough  to  tempt  foreign  nations  to 
V\  givg  his  articles  the  preference  over  thofe 
of  other  nations,  which  expedf  a quick 
i-etUrn  for  their’s.  The  want  of  capitals 
in  France,  is  fuch,  that  no  inanufafturer 
has  at  his  command  a quantity  of  arti- 
cles fufficient  to  anfwer  the  demands 
and  confequently  no  foreigner  can  be 
fureto  obtain  from  his  French  corref- 
pondent  wherewith  to  make  his  returns 
without  retarding  his  vefl'el  in  port,  or 
at  leaft,  without  being  obliged  to  take  a 
conftderable  quantity  of  articles  of  infe-- 
rior  quality,  picked  up  in  a number  of 
dilTereiit  manufadlories  ; fo  that  if  he 
commift  any  fraud,  no  one  can  be  char- 
ged with  it.  This  renders  the  chai  after 
of  a manufacture  of  very  little  impor- 
tance in  the  eyes  of  a French  work- 
man. 

Hence  when  a foreign  vefl'el,  efpe- 
cially if  owned  at  a great  diftance,  fells 
her  cargo  in  Fi  ance,  (he  is  ordered  to 
take  nothing  but  wines  or  brandies,  be- 
caufe.they  are  the  only  articles  which 
the  owner  is  fure  to  procure  in  fiiflicicnt 
quantities,  in  the  fixed  time. 

In  England,  on  the  ewtrary,  he  will 
find  all  forts  of  goods,  in  one  hour,  from 
oneminufafturc,  the  reputation  of  which 
■would  fuiTcr,  if  the  whole  fupply  were 
not  of-the  I'une  quality  with  the  fample. 
This  coniidcration  will  ever  induce 
foreigner  to  apply  to  an  F.nglifli,  in  pre- 
ferance  to  a French  merchant,  for  a pur- 
chale  'f  goods  .f  tlie  fame  kind.  FIcneei 
cargoes  arc  fold  in  Fi  ance,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds arr-ed  tji  ;land,  there  to  be 
fold  for  articles  which  France  might 
fuppJy  if  her  manufactures  were  rich  e 
nough  to  a.il'wer  every  demand,  in  a Ihort 
time,  without  compelling  the  piirchafcr. 
to  have  recourfe  to  a great  upinber  of 
manufaftures. 

This  inconveniency  can  only  be  re 
moved  by  increafing  the  capitals  ofman- 
ufafturers.  It  would  be  too  great  a 
deviation  from  my  fubjeft,  to  point  out 
the  means  of  obtaining  thofe  capitals  ; 
but  it  is  evident,  that  they  nnift  be  con- 
fiderably  leflened  by  the  forming  of  a 
navy,  at  the  expence  of  itianufaftures, 
or  by  ufnig  the  capitals  of  the  nation  in 
diftant  countries.  It  is  beyond  doubti 
that  capitals  open  new  channels';  for 
nothing  is  more  natural  for  merchants 
whofe  capital  is  finall,  than  to  content 
fhemfcives  with  afting  the  brok- 

ers or  commission-merchants,  to 
thofe  who  can  fupply  them  with  goods 
on  ctt;dit  ; and  for  this  very  rcafon. 
England  loft  nothjng  by  the  indepen- 
dence of  America.  Her  imiBciife  capi- 
tals have  Created  a monied  dependence. 
Which,  in  a commercial  relation,  repla- 
ced the  fupreniacy  Ihe  had  loft  in  the  go- 
vernment. The  increafe  of  capital  in 
America,  frees  it  in  fome  degree  from 
that  dependency,  and  by  furnilliing  iier 
with  the  means  of  extending  her  com- 
merce, and  even  to  offer  capitals  to  other 
nations,  which  know  how  to  calculate 
the  value  of  the  markets  which  flie  of- 
fers  to  manufaftures  and  to  the  laxurv 
of  Eurepe. 

It  will  be  readily  granted  that  colo- 
nies beyond  the  feas  add  nothing  to  the 
force  of  ' 


and  money  great  enough  to  jntiijj  the 
settling  of  a neev  colony  ? 

Thole  which  Fiance  already  poflefs 
in  tlie  VV^eft-Indics  and  at  Cayenne,  are 
more  than  fuflitiein  Tor  her  wants,  aud 
even  the  wants  of  all  T.urope,  if  they 
were  cultivated  fo  as  to  produce  all  they 
are  capable  of.  But  bow  are  they  to 
be  cultivated  ? Experience  has  proved 
that  the  ii'l.ahitants  of  hot  climates  ne- 
ver work  from  want  ; Force  alone  can 
fupply  the  two  great  fpurs  to  labor  in 
Northern  climates,  Iniiiger  and  cold, 
which  nature  has  placed  in  thofe  fevere 
climates.  Hence  flavery  alone  can  fer 
tilize  thofe  colonies,  and  Haves  cannot 
be  procured  but  at  a great  expencc. 

The  Spanidi  part  of  Hifpaniola  was 
almoft  uncultivated  for  want  of  flaves. 
It  IS  now  poffcfled  by  France  ; and  to 
render  it  of  advantage,  it  will  be  necef- 
(ary  to  lay  out  immenfe  capitals  in 
flaves,  in  buildings,  and  in  improvements 
of  uncultivated  lands.  'Others  will  be 
necelfary  to  make  up  for  the  Ioffes  of  the 
French  part  erf  that,  not  to  mention  the 
other  iflands.  'W^hcre  are  thole  capitals 
to  be  found  ? — Men  who  travel  into 
diftant  and  unhealthy  climates  are  fcl 
dom  wealthy.  Thofe  riches  niuft  there- 
fore be  found  in  France,  or  in  fome  o 
ther  country  that  has  a fuperfluity  of 
capital.  If  they  are  found  in  Friqiee, 
it  can  only  be,  to  a..certain  degre 
the  expence  of  internal  man'ufal 
It  may,  however,  appear  pdvantageo^s. 
in  a national  point  of  view,  to  encourage 
the  ufe  ofrthe  riches  of  France  for  (liat 
objeft  ; confidering  the  extreme  fertili- 
ty of  tlie  French  Weft-Indies,  and 
their  pn-el'ent  fuuation  of  culture,  thofe. 
funds  will  foon  yield  a profit.  But  as 
long  as  money  will  command  fo  high  an 
intereft  ; fo  long  as  the  interior  of  the 
republic  ftiall  offer  monied  men  a fource 
of  fpcculations,  and  property  thall  lie  in 
fo  few  hands,  it  will  be  difficult  to  induce 
the  majority  of  them  to  difpoirefs  them-' 
felves  of  this  capital  to  fetid  it  at'a  dif- 
taiice,  and  run  the  rifle  of  the  integri- 
ty of  their  agents,  and  all  thole  whom 
recent  examples  have  taught  "them  to 
dread. 

Foreign  coin  was  formerly  introduced 
into  France  through  the  United  Provin- 
ces : But  the  prel'ent  ftate  of  the  Bata- 
vian colonies,  and  the  Ioffes  they  have 
fuftained  by  the  war,  leave  birt  little 
hope,  that  much  maybe  ufed  in  the  re- 
ftoring  of  the  French  colonies. 

The  United  States  pdffefs  confidera- 
ble  capitals  in  money,  and  produftions 
neceffary  to  the  reftorafion  of  the  ifl- 
ands. No  ^reat  credit,  in  money,  will 
probably  be  given  to  the  planters  ; but 
with  fiiitable  encouragements,  there  is 
no  doubt  they  will  be  able  to  obtain 
thofe  produftions  which  muft,  tvere  it 
not  for  that  circuinftance,  be  paid’for  in 
calfi,  and  the  commercial  fpeculations  of 
the  United  States  will  extend  to  the'' 
French  iflands,  when  the  public  and 
private  credit  of  France  fliall  have  been 
reftored,  amd  when  experience  fhall  have 
convinced  the  people  how  unwife  it  is  to 
eftablilh  a revenue  upon  foreign  trade,' 
while  it  is  in  faft  collefted  from  their 
«vn  cit'izens.  At  Hifpaniola,  a duty  of 
K)  per  cent,  is  paid  upon  articles.Titro- 
duced  by  ftrangers.  This  duty  is*n  faft 
paid  by  ftrangers,  and  it  hajiptns  that 
fraud,  and  the  bad  adminiftration  of  cuf- 
tom-houl'es,  is,  as  ufual,  a fource  of  vex- 
mercliants.  'But  it  is 
the  planter  who  furnifliea  the  money,  for 
this  lax  is  always  added  to  the  pric" 
and  even  an  intereft  is  advanced  upon^ 
a compenfation  for  the  vexati 
which  the  captains  experience  in  thei 
commerce.  What  then  is  the  effeft 
that  operation,  if  not  to  take  from  the 
planter  one-fourth  -part  of  the  money 
whicli  he  had  fo  much  difficult^’  to  get 
from  France  ? Or  otherwife  to  (lop,  bv 
that  means,  partly  the  re-eftablifhment 
of  tfie  capitals  which  alone  can  render 
the  iflands  finally  produftive  ? I fay  fi- 
nally, for  it  is  folly  to  believe  that  they 
■ 11  yield  to  France  a compenfation  for, 
her  aftual  out-'fets,  urilcfs  it  be  after 
great  many  years.  I will  even  Tay,' 
that  unlefs  the  ports  of  Hifpaniola  arc 
open  to  every  vcff-1  loaded  with  artilfle 
of  neceffity,  unlefs  the  inhabitants  N 
the  right  of  buying  cheap  and  felliiW’ 
dear,  by  encouraging  the  rivalry  be- 
tween the  fellers  and  purchafers,  unlefs 
every  foil  of  vexation  is  removed,  and 
ftrangers  receive  every  poffibic  fecurity 
for  their  capitals  in  the  iflands,  ages  will 
pafsaway  before  Flifpaniola  will  ceafe 
draining  France  of  its  riches  and  ftrengtl: 
without  offering  her  any  equivalent  re- 
turn. 

It  is  therefore,  evident,  that  ifFrance 
had  no  other  poffcfllon  beyond  the  feas, 
except  her  iflands,  it  might  eaiily  em 
ploy  all  the  capital  of  which  ftie  now 
can,  and  probably  hereafter  will  be  a- 
ble  to  difpofe  in  a long  feries  of  years, 
But  if  to  all  this,  we  add  the  immenfe 
polfeifions  in  Gtiyanna,  her  productions,' 
and  the  capitals  ncceflary  to  carry  th^ 


e"pei',ditnres  ■^•ii  increafe  ■with  her  colo- 
nies J and  that  in  cafe  of  war,  the 
points  of  attack  Sc  defence  will  be  mul- 
tiplied in  the  fame  ratio. 

Able  ftatefinen  have  queftioned 
whether  colonies  were  ufeful  to  a coun- 
try fituated  like  France  ; but  my  de- 
lign  is  not  to  examine  this  theory. 
France  Iia?  colonies  ; flie  has  Invited 
her  citizens  to  go  and  cafry  their  riches 
to  them  ; honour  requires  that  Ihe  keep 
and  proteft  them  ; but  Ihe  is  under  no 
obligation  to  create  ne-w  ones;  to  mul- 
tiply points  .of  defence  ; to  fquander  a- 
way  the  capitals  flic  wants  at  home  and 
abroad.  ‘How  could  the  polTelilon  of 
Touiliana  bo  ufefgl  to  her  ? In  the  firft 
place,  its  cultivation  is  to  be  carried  on, 

as  in  alt  warm  countries,  by  flaves  ; 

the  capitals  fpent  in  buying  them,  or  the 
flaves  theml'elves,  would  have  been  car- 
ried to  the  iflands,  if  this  ii^w  diannel 
had  not  opened.  This  rivalry  will 
raife  the  price  of  flaves  for  the  planters, 
and  may  thus  much  retard  the  fcttlc- 
inent- 

On  their  arrival  at  Louifiana,  the 
flaves  will  be  employed  in  the  bairei 
occupation  of  felling  the  large  fore 
with  which  this  immenfe  country  is 
vered,  a labour  but  little  foiled  to  flavel^ 
for  it  requires  being  long  accuftointd  to 
the  axe  ; and  forte  and  aftivity  are  (el- 
dom  found  in  flaves.  ..  They  muft  be 
clothed,  fed  and  maintained  during 
whole  years  before  'any  profit  can  be  de- 
rived from  them,  wiiat  'l  am  about  to 
relate  may  ferve  to  determine  that  pe- 
riod. In  the  Northern  and  midJlc'iftates 
of  America,  the  ufoal  term  of  a quit- 
rent  leal'e  in  the  new  lands  is  teh  'years 
free  from  rent,  and  after  this  the  'leffee 
payp  12  bulfiels  of  wheat  for  every  llun 
dred  acres  forever.  It  is,  therefore,  ob- 
vious, that  the  firft  ten  years  are  conli 
dered  as  a time  of  expence,  during  which 
term  the  owner  requires  no  payment. — 
But  in  the  Southern  dates,  new  lands 
cannot'even  be  given  out  on  thofe  terms, 
beckufe  the  white  planter  fets  a higher 
value  on  his  labour,  and  the  clearing  of 
forefts  requires  too  great  outlets  for  any 
one  but  the  owner  of  the  land. 

Who  then  will  cultivate  Louifiana 
with  flaves  ? Who  is  the  citizen  willing 
to  bellow  large  capitals  upon  fo  precari- 
ous a property  with  the  profpeft  of  a di- 
llant  return  i 

It  may  be  afked,  why  docs  it  riot  ha 
pen  in  the  Southern  Hates  ? It  is  ail 
fwered,  firft,  bccaufe  none  are  Southe 
enough  to  be  wholly  free  from  the  colds' 
of  winter,  which  renders  favage  life  ve 
ry  iifficult  to  men,  born  in  hot  climates 
—and  fecondly,  becaufe  the  Southern 
dates,  are  moftly  furrounded  by  the  fea, 
and  by  mountains,  the  whole  population 
of  which  is  white,  and  which  cut  off  the 
communication  between  the  flaves  and 
the  vaft  forefts  of  the  interior  parts. 

■But  let  us  foppofe  all  thefe  difficulties 
overcome,  what  commercial  advantages 
can  France  derive  from  the  fettlemeiit 
of  this  colony  ? The  produftions  of  Lou- 
H'lana  being  the  fame  with  thofe  of  the 
Well-Indies,  no  advantage  is  to  be  reap- 
ed, for  the  iflands,  being  well  cultivated, 
will  fotfice  for  the  wants  of  France,  and 
even  all  Europe.  The  introduftion  of 
thofe  from  Louifiana,  would  only  leffen 
the  price  without  adding  ally  thing  to 
the  value,  and  Franccjivmild  be  oblige^ 
to  prevent  the  ruin  of  thofe  who  had|^ 
employed  their  funds  in  the  colonies,>(r 
imitate  the  Dutch,  who  deftroyed  their 
Ipices  and  teas,  when  the  quantity  of 
hefe  commodities  in  Europe  is  large  e- 
ugh  to  caufc  a depreciation  of  their 
e.

The  caufe  of  this  is,  that 
the  fopplying  of  lumber,  the  mills  necef- 
fary  to  prepare  them  for  f'ale,  all  thefe 
ire  the  work  Of  free  hands,  which  are 
ll.isCed  with  a moderate  price. 

I lhall  pref’ime  further  to  lay  down, 
however  paradoxical  it  may  feem,  that  it 
is  not  advaittageous  for  France  to  fupply

markets.  Let  the  colonies  refufe  lum- 
ber, from  the  North,  fpirits  from  grain 
pples,  fee.  will  immediately  be  fobfti- 
f^ed  to  tliofe  from  fogar,  becaufe  the 
Tire  of  rum  would  immediately  be 
fiigher.  Then  it  will  be  that  every  fort 
of  commerce  between  them  and  the  co 
lonies  will  ceafe,  unlefs  it  be  for  provi- 
iions,  which  they  will  ncceffarily  require 
to  be  paid  for  in  money,  or  in  wliat  will 
jpal's  ill  foreign  markets,  for  money 

.The  fecond  rcafon  why  France  ought 
not  to  get  her  lumber  from  Louifiana, 
even  tbougli  flie  might  do  it,  is,  tha 
cafe  of  war,  foppoTng  England  lli 
prcfei'vc  her  naval  foperioritv,  no 
calculations  'could  b'e  made  tipon  rccc 
ing’provjfions  ; and  they  'could  not 
lupplied  from  the  United  States, Tor  tha 
commerce,  having  been  abandoHed'fincc 
the  peace,  thofe  whom  it  then  eriiployeu 
have  fought  other  ob,jefts  of  iiidoftrv  ; 
and  Taw-mills,  erefted  to  prepare  that 
lumber,  are  out  of  ufe,  r.nd  will  not  »-a- 
lily  be  let  up  again,  at  the  renewal  of 
hoftilities,  fo  that  the  misfortunes  w hich 
are  the  confequence  of  it,  would  be'dou- 
bly  diftrclViHg  to  the  colonics- 

It  is,  therefore  very'  evident  the  colo- 
nizing of  Louifiana  would,  in  a com- 
mercial point  of  view,  be  very  injurious 
to  France,  becaufe  it  would  employ  ca- 
pitals which  would  be  more  ufefully  em- 
loyed  in  the  other  colonies  ; becaufe 
fe  capitals  would  lie  dormant  for'i'e- 
eral  years,  and  becaufe  admitting  thev 
Ihould  become  produftive  for  individu- 
als, they'  would  add  nothing  to  the  na- 
tional mafs,  and  would  have  no  other 
effeft  than  to  lower  the  price  of  colonial 
produce,  and  leffen  the  profits  of  their 
labor. 

It  misfit  however  be  thouglit,  that 
the  poffelfion  of  Louifiana  would  afford 
one  more  market  to  French  manufac- 
tures, and  thus  compenfate  the  expence 
of  the  nation  for  its  i'ettiement.  This- 
queftion  deferves  a particular  exariirna-' 
tiotl,  and  the  provifionfng  or  the  con-' 
fumption  of  French  manufaftures  may 
relate  either  to  the  free  or  bond  popula- 
tioii-  ^ 

If  it  be  the  free  'clafs  that,  is  to  be' 
inuftered'by  emigrants  from  Francb,  it 
will  be  compofed  of  that  portion  of  the 
people,  which  not  only  'could  f'upport 
emfclvirs  in  France,  but,  beficles,  in- 
eafe  the  national  riches  by  their  in-‘ 
duftry.  Fbr  France  is  not  ovefburthert- 
ed  by  her  population,  and  ■confcqueinly 
every'  emigration  will  form  a vacuum 
t'omewhere,  or  abandon  fome  ufeful 
branch  which  will  no  longer  be  carried 
on.  The  emigrant  carries  away  with 
hiin  a portion  of  the  general  good,  in  the 
mat's  of  the  produftive ’labor  of  the  mp- 
thcrxountry;  he  alfo  carries  away  Wi 
him  a portion  of  the  capital,  for  he  t 
ver  goes  with  empty  hands,  and  as 
have  already  obferved,  ten  years  muft 
pafs  away  before  his  fettlcnient  produces 
beyond  bis  fiift  neceffaries.  He  muft,  at 
the  fame  time,  live  with  the  ftrifteft  eco- 
nomy, for  having  nothing  to  offer  in  ex- 
change, he  receives  fcarcely  any  thing 
from  the  mother  Country,  and  the  na 
of  the  foutherly  climates  requires  v/ 
few  of  the  articles  neceffary  in  Eur 
It  is,  therefore,  beyond  all  doubt, 
as  to  the  prefent  emigrant,  the  few  arti- 
cles furniflied  him  by  French  manufac- 
tures will  not  cover  the  lofs  whidi  the 

nation  will  fuftain  of  his  own  labor  ; 

befides,  he  will  confonie much  lei's  in  A- 
merita  than  be  would  in  France,  and 
befides  his'labor,  the  manuf'afttirer,  wlio 
'iipplied  bis  wants  in  both  countries, 
will  be  a lofer  by  his  emigration. 

Black  population  will  ftill  lefs  contri- 
btfte  to  the  fupport  of  French  manufac- 
tures, becaufe  their  conlumption  in  ar- 
ticles of  drefs  is  very  ftnall ; and  even  in 
South  Carolina  it  does  not  amount  to 
more  than -forty  livres  a year  for  eacli 
legro.  At  Louifiana,  where  the  winter 
IS  ftill  lefs  fevere,  it  will  be  reduced  in 
'oportion  ; it  will  coiifift  in  cotton, 
rincipally  worked  in  the  country',  and 
ill  more  fmuggled  from  the  Unied 
tales.  But  if  the  whole  were  brought 
from  France,  after  dedufting  the  raw 
materials  which  mull  be  purthafed,  the 
■whole  profit  of  the  French  manufacturer 
will  not  amount  to  more  than  thirty  li- 
vres for  each  negro,  every  year.  NTnv, 
as  eacb-flave  will  cod  the  nation  -10<)0  li- 


natioii,  in  the  introduftion  of  1000  flaves 
to  Louifiana,  will  be  600,000  litres. 
It  is  true,  that  if  p-ace  continue,  and  if, 
in  oppofiiioii  to  expeftatlon,  the  colony' 
Ihould  prolpci,  the  rich  planters  wilimake 
a great  conlumption  of  French  goods, 
but  that  of  the  dates  will  ever  be  verv 
foiall,  or  their  labor  without  profit,  he- 
cai.l.-,  as  1 have  already  obfi-rved,  being 
employed  to  cultivate  articles  which  the 
iflands  can  more  cafily  fupply  for  every 
demand,  and  the  fale  of  v hichis  ccii- 
fiiied,  by  increafing  the  quantity,  they 
will  only  leffen  the  prices  of  thole  com- 
modities which  it  is  effeiitial  for  France 
to  keep  high,  becaufe  flie  poC'cffes  the 
moft  fertile  iflands.  I know  there  is  an 
opinion  entertained  by  many,  viz.  'I'iiat 
French  good.--,  in  their  way  to  the  Mif- 
liflippi,  will  find  a market  in  the  \v<  lleru 
part  of  the  United  States.  The  moft 
complete  ignorance  of  the  navigation  of 
that  river  could  alone  have  given  nl'e  to 
foch  an  opinion,  which  islikewifc  ground- 
ed on  the  ignorance  of  the  wants  of  tha 
inhabitants.  It  is  certain  that  the  wines 
of  France  te  not  fit  for  climates  as  hot 
as  thofe  tho'  muft  crofs  before  they  ar- 
ive  in  the  weftern  ftates  ; that  they  are 
ftill  b fs  foiled  to  the  means  and  talle  of 
the  inhabitants,  who  are  more  aceiiftom- 
ed'to  their  own  liquors  Inch  as  ci'lrr, 
beer,  wliifkey,  and  prach-brandy,  the 
latter,  with  time,  becomes  fopeiior  to 
the  heft  French  brandy'  ; I'o  that  inftead 
of  receiving  thofe  articles  thrViugh  Lou- 
iliana,  they  mr.'ybt  thtmfcT.-es  fupply  the 
colonv  ■with  them.  As  to  the  articles 
of  glafs  arid  earthen  ware,  t-hey  are  made 
in  every  pai*t  of  tlie  weftern  ftates,  where 
the  raw  niatei  ials  a're  every  where  fcsird. 
The  demands  fo!  China'-waTe  are  finall, 
but  if  they, Hvcie  large,  French  ware  is 
too  dcar'to  hurt  t'hii'lale 'of  China. 

Large  ironworks  are  alfo  wronglit  on 
the  l')K>t,  Snd  'Enp(lifli  liard  ware  has  fo 
well  kriown  a fuperiority  overthe  French, 
that  the  "latter  woi/ld  certainly  remain 
unfold  if  'both  wdre  expofed  at  rnarket. 
The  only  articles  which  rnight  perhaps  be 
introduced  -into  the  country,  would  be 
ilks,  cainbrick?,  3c  a fesv  other  articles  of 
uxirry.  Bufeven  all  thefe  can  never  pafs 
through  the'river  M'rffiffippi,  the  danger- 
ous navigation  Of'-ihe  Gulph,  the  long 
arid  exjtenfive  diftance  to  go  ag^inft  the 
current,  the  large  capitals  of  the  En- 
glilh 'and  American  merchants  ^t  Phi- 
ladelphia, and  the  great  iniprovtoclkts 
which  are  made  every  day  in  tlieV^s 
and  inland  navigation,  will  caufc  land 
carriage  to|be  preferred  as  far  as  the  Ohio 
nd  other  rivers,  whence  thev  are  car- 
ried to  the  fettlements,  eafily  and  cheap- 
ly. . It  is  a well  known  faft,  that  drr 
goods  have  been  carried  from  Philad")- 
phia  to  New-Oileans  Iry'  land,  by  that 
rout  in  preference  to  I'ea-carriage.  It  is, 
therefore,  viiionary  to  believe  that  goods 
from  France  will  be  carried  that  way  ; 
wliilft  tliessnterprifing  Englilli,  who  have 
the  right  of  navigating  that  river,  and 
the  prejudice  of  the  Americans  in  favour 
oftlicir  manufaftures,  never  attempted 
to  introctuce  their  goods  that  way  be- 
caiife  they  well  know  that  they  are  more 
eaiily  brought  by  Philadelphia  and  Bal- 
timore. But  ftiould  France  be  deltrous 
ntrodiiclng,  that  way,  more  bulky  ar- 
les  irttotlM*.  weftern  ftates,  and  accu'f- 
toni  the  inhabitants  to  their  wines  aud 
matnifafttires,  it  could  only  be  by  put- 
ting Psew  Orleans  into  their  hands,  svith 
the  reserve,  that  it  shall  ever  be  a free 
port  for  french  vessels  and  goods,  ve  Ab- 
out being  subjected  to  any  other  duties 
than  those  paid  by  the  Americans.—  By 
this  means  the  American  merchants,  fet- 
tled at  New-Orleans,may'  be  intcrelled  in 
their  commerce  ; iuftcad  of  going  to 
England,  their  capitals  will  go  to 
France  ; the  latter  will  have  all  the  ad- 
vantages of  a colony'  witliout  the  ex- 
jience  ot  fopporting  it,  and  the  money, 
which  American  aft  ivity  obtained  frem 
the  Sjtaniards,  tvciuld  go  to  France  ; for 
I'-iiglaiid,  which  has  not  the  fame  means 
and  whic!  pays  higher  duties,  could  not 
fopply  thofe  iroo'ls  at  fo  low-  a rate. 

Rut  fliuiild  Krancc.'on  the  other  hami  refolve 
to  keep  the  ifland,  a g-eat  proportion  of  the 
capitals  o(  the  commciic  of  New  Orleans, 
"hiqii  are  clpeciallv  in  the  hands  of  the  En- 
glilli  and  Americans,  v'll'  natiirallv  rake  the 
enure  which  the  United  .‘'tates  fhaUfix,  and 
■that  miifl  "e  a rival  place  of  commerce  with 
Netv  Oileam,  which  lieinR  rid  of  the  vexa- 
tions conTeqiicnt  upon  a military  govermnent, 
at  a diftance  from  the  fove reign,  will  draw  in 
fpite  of  all  the  difadvantages  of  its  frtnation, 
the  tv  hole  commerce  of  which  tlie  other  is  at 
this  day  the  centre. 

I he  boundaries  eftabliftied  between  Spain 
and  the  United  States,  and  very  lately  be- 
tween the  Englrfti  and  Sp.Mitfli  polfelTions, 
have  deprived  the  inhabitants  i !'  Looirniaa 
of  their  ftiare  of  the  Fur  trade,  ttliicii  it 
muft  1^  confeflcd  was  not,  nor  could  ever  he, 
very  inipoit.siit,  as  the  peltry  of  the  South 
are^  of  hut  little  value,  the  few  fkins  are  of 
no  importance  to  commerce,  as  may  be  feen 
in  the  tables  of  importation  of  New  Orleans.

tranquility.  They  have  done  homage  to  the 
wildum  of  thofe  ftatefmen  who,  at  the  conclu- 
fion  of  an  advantageous  war,  have  thought 
that  France  would  gain  more  by  fecuring  the 
folid  frieiidfliipof  the  united  ftates,  than  by 
acquiring  a territory  which  would  be  for  them 
an  o'.ijerAof  jciloiify,  and  might  again  force 
thciii  under  the  domination  of  a people  whofe 
yokethey  liadjiid  ainibd  them  to  Hiakeoff.

Ne 
verthelefs,  a citicen  of  one  of  the  t'vo  natidns, 
and  Itrongly  attached  to  the  other,  I hope  that 
Ih.ife  to  whom  this  memorial  may  be  deliver- 
ed will  be  able  to  fet  ajull  value  on  the  md 
lives  of  my  condutT,  and  will  fee  in  it,  nothing 
but  iny  exertions  to  remove  every  fuiijeft  ot 
difpute  between  two  people  formed  to  afll't 
one  mother : and  although  I am  too  well  ac-

^ I hive  oblerved,  that  France  aud  the  unit 
^ " ed  ftates  are,  in  a rel'pe.ftivc  (itu.ition,  f»  for- 
tunateas  to  have  no  point  ofcollilion.  They 
may  allift,  without  being  tempted  to  hurt  one 
another  in  any  manner.  This  commerce  is 
ufcful  to  both  nations;  this  union  of  lenti 
ments  and  intereds  reds  upon  principles 
which  ought  to  form  the  maritime  code,  and 
deliver  the  iiniverfe  from  the  tyranny  founded 
by  Great- Kntain,  which  Ihe  maintains,  and 
which  never  will  be  combated  with  focctfs, 
tmtil  tlic  other  powers,  by  uniting,  will  abridge 
lier  means,  by  transferring  to  nations  more 
ni.iderate  a part  of  her  commerce  ; and  as 
there  are  no  nations  on  the  globe  whofe  con
